Ever ndcicc that you'rc never real- 
ly moved into a new house until 
you've got your favdritc things on 
thc-wall? . 


Just this week wc managed to dig 
our out frivolous, decorative things, 
.such as my U.S.D.A. Plant Hardi- 
ness Zone Map. Of it’s many fea- 
tures is the Recommended Plant 
List for Zone 6 (that’s us). 

I was happy to see that the list in- 
cludes one of my favorite evergreen 
shrubs, the Pieris Japonica. Planted 



just outside a doorway where there 
is little wind and sun, this little lady 
will give you glossy green leaves all 
year long and fragrant, white flow- 
ers in the dead of winter. 


We grew one when we lived in a 
house with northern exposure. 
There, just outside the front door, 
and . ur^r the eaves, our . Pieris 
proved to be a well-mannered c^ver- 
green that never outgrew her tirea. 
but whenever we opened the door in 
' tlw winter time, her fnignince waft- 
ed inside. . 


April. The only pruning that is rec- 
ommended is .spent blooms; I never 
even did that and my Pieris Japonica 
. loved me anyway. 


■ The clusters of flowers look like 
liny greenish-pink beads. As Febm-

New growth will appear just after 
bloom season, and she will want to 
be fed. I found that with my Pieris 
just outside the door, whenever I 
was watering my indoor plants with 
Peter’s 20-20-20 and had a bit lefl,. 
I'd give the leflovets to her. She. 
also seemed. to have on appreciation 
for the water I took out of the fish-; 


bowl on fi^bowrcleaning day. 

Also called Lilly of the- Valley 
shrub, . Pieris bos’ an upright habit 
and can ^w in lovely dense lids 
up to 10 feet. She appreciates lots of 
water, and it seems that the more 
you feed her the glossier her leaves 
become. -
